1 . Claims 7, 8, 14-18, 22, 29, and 31-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose all the limitations of the claimed apparatus. US 5,830,365 to Schneditz 
discloses an extracorporeal circuit with a switch valve, but fails to disclose that the valve 
is capable of being placed in an idle position with all four valved openings are 
interconnected, nor does Schneditz disclose the semicircular shape and arrangement of 
the openings of the valve. US 2,703,586 to Asker discloses a switch valve comprising a 
shape that allows all four openings to be interconnected, but does not disclose the 
semi-circular shape and claimed arrangement of the valve member..
